— DESCRIPTION OF THE ILI-FATED STEAMER. 
The Ville du Havre was formerly the Napoleon 
III. She was altered and enlarged last winter, 
and came here for the first time as the Ville du 
Havre on the 9th of April, making the passage 
from Brest in nine days and twenty-three hours. 
With the exception of the Great Eastern, she 
was the largest steamer that ever entered this 
port. Her dimensions were 430 feet by 48 feet. 
Her carrying capacity was 8,500 tons, freight 
and measurement. Her main saloon was fitted 


up with marble wainscoting of three varieties, 


the upholstery was velvet, and the wood-work 
was carved in the most unique designs. Her 
engines were compound direct-acting, of 3,200 
horse-power, and made in England. 17
